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Will His Coming Be Pre-Millennial? 


We find in 2 Thess. 2:8 that the Anti- 
christ (and all who read the Bible must 
confess that he will be pre-millennial) is 
to be destroyed with the brightness of 
His (Christ’s) coming, or more literally, 
the epiphany (appearing) of His own 
presence. This surely fixes the coming of 
Christ to be before the millennium. 

This first argument is simply unan- 
swerable. In Matt. 24:29-31, the coming 
of the Son of man is said to be immed- 
iately after the tribulation. This is evi- 
dently His coming to set up His kingdom 
and not His appearing to catch away His 
saints. It is used, however, to prove that 
the ‘whole procedure is to take place be- 
fore the millennium. There is no place in 
the New Testament that indicates there 
will be a millennium till after Jesus 
comes. From the days of the first Adam, 
every effort to establish the kingdom 
with man has been a continual failure, 
and it will te a failure in this sin-cursed 
earth until the second Adam (Jesus) who 
has overcome Satan, shall return to puri- 
fy the earth and establish His kingdom 
on resurrection ground. Therefore, there 
will be no millennium until after Jesus 
comes in person to earth again. Nowhere 
in the Bible are we told to look for the 
millennium, but we are repeatedly and 
most solemnly enjoined to look for the 
return of the Lord. We repeat that His 
return must be pre-millennial. 

The millennial kingdom will be a lit- 
eral reign of Christ on the earth, and not 
simply a spiritual exaltation of the 
Church of God. “A king shall reign in 
righteousness” (Isa. 32:1; Jer. 23:1-6); 
“upon the throne of David,” “in Jeru- 
salem.” “The apostles shall sit upon 
twelve thrones (Matt. 19:28), and the 
saints shall reign upon the earth (Rev. 
5:10). 

Speaking of the kingdom, or crown ot 
Israel, the Lord God says, “I will over- 
turn it, overturn, overturn it, and it 
shall be no more, until he come whose 
right it is; and I will give it him” (Ezek. 
21:27). 

The passages referring to this fact are 
far more numerous than those which de- 
scribe the humiliation and suffering of 
Christ. And they are so specific, so full 
of detail, so like the prophecies concern- 
ing the first coming in their literalness, 
that the post-millennialist are compelled 
to do the utmost violence to the laws of

interpretation in the “spiritualizing” 
with which they try to meet this argu- 
ment. We have the written Word of 
God, spoken by “holy men of God” as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost (2 
Pet. 1:19), and we certainly should di- 
rect our first efforts toward understand- 
ing the literal sense, which alone is the 
substance of faith and Christian theol- 
ogy. 

Jesus is in heaven, at the right hand 
of God (1 Pet. 3:22), upon the throne 
with the Father (Psa. 110:1; Rev. 3:21), 
in the Holy of Holies, or true Holy 
Place (Heb. 9:24), making intercession 
(Rom. 8:34) for those who come unto 
God by Him (Heb. 7:25). But heaven 
has only received Him until the time of 
restitution of all things, which God hath 
spoken by the mouth of all His holy 
prophets (Acts 3:21), when He shall 
come again to sit in the throne of His 
Father David. This also is proof that His 
coming will be pre-millennial. 

Here is more proof of this fact. The 
dead will be raised, but as Jesus was 
raised out of the dead and the rest of the 
dead were left, so the dead in Christ that 
are His at His coming, will be raised out 
of the dead, and the rest of the dead 
will be left until another and final re- 
surrection and the millennium will oc- 
cur between these two resurrections, thus 
clearly proving Christ’s coming to be 
pre-millennial. 


Furthermore we would cite that in the 
fourteenth chapter of John’s gospel Je- 
sus said, “If I go away, I will come again 
and receive you unto myself.” The 
fourth chapter of First Thessalonians 
tells us that, “The Lord Aimself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout and 
with the voice of the archangel and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first.” 2 Cor. 5: 
10 tells us that we (the saints) must all 
appear before the judgment seat of 
Christ, there to be judged. All will have 
to admit this is pre-millennial. 


This judgment of the saints is to fol- 
low immediately the coming of the Lord. 
2 Thessalonians, first chapter, describes 
His revelation with His saints. He will be 
coming with His saints after the tribu- 
lation and after the Marriage Supper, in 
flaming fire, taking vengeance on them 
that know not God, and obey not the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 


shall be punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of His power. When 
He shall come to be glorified in His 
saints, and to be admired of all them that 
believe, Matt. 25:32 tells us that, “Be- 
fore him shall be gathered all nations: 
and he shall separate them one from an- 
other, as a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats.” The wicked, warring 
nations (goat nations) will then be de- 
stroyed. The sheep nations—those who 
take the mark of the beast during the 
tribulation, will be permitted to live 
during the millennium (ex- 
cept those who die) and will go up to 
Jerusalem, under penalty, to worship in a 
holiness meeting. About the time of the 
close of the millennium Jesus will deliver 
the kingdom up to the Father and give 
instructions to His people to worship 


God. 


There are the distinct periods of time 
described in the Bible. The first period 
lasted about 2,000 years. The second 
(the Jewish age) last about 2,000 years. 
The third (the church age) has been al- 
most 2,000 years. The next (the millen- 
nial age), which is soon to be ushered 
in, will last only 1,000 years. These peri- 
ods follow each other in order. The mil- 
lennium coming last, will be  fol- 
lowed by the holy city coming down 
from God out of heaven as a_ bride 
adorned for her husband. 

Jesus is sure to come before the mil- 
lennium.

The Natural Man 


What is the natural condition of man? 

“And saw that the wickedness of man 
was great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thoughts of his heart 
was only evil continually’ (Gen. 6:5). 

“The imagination of man’s heart is 
evil from his youth” (Gen. 8:21). 

“The heart of the sons of men is full 
of evil, and madness is in their heart 
while they live” (Eccl. 9:3). 

“The heart is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked: who can know 
it?” (Jer. 17:9). 

“When they knew God, they glorified 
him not as God, neither were thankful; 


but became vain in their imaginations, 
and their foolish heart was darkened” 
(Rom. 1:21). 

“O generation of vipers, how can ye, 
being evil, speak good things? for out ot 
the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh” (Matt. 12:34). 

“For from within, out of the heart of 
men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders. Thefts, covetous- 
ness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an 
evil eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness” 
(Mark 7:21, 22). 

“Every one of them is gone back: they 
are altogether become filthy; there is 
none that doeth good, no not one” (Psa. 
5323.) 

“Behold, 1 was shapen in iniqumtyv; and 
in sin did my mother conceive me” 
(Psa. 51:5). 

“All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his own 
way” (Isa. 53:6). 

“There is none righteous, no, not one: 
There is none that understandeth, there 
is none that seeketh after God. They are 
all gone out of the way, they are to- 
gether become unprofitable; there is none 
that doeth good, no not one. Their throat 
is an open sepulchre; with their tongues 
they have used deceit; the poison of asps 
is under their lips: Whose mouth is full 
of cursing and bitterness: Their feet are 
swift to shed blood: Destruction and 
misery are in their ways: And the way 
of peace have they not known: There is 
no fear of God before their eyes” (Rom. 
3:10-18). 

This passage refers to those who are 
not righteous and it was given before 
grace or before Jesus Christ was given to 
the world. The description of this person 
is vile and sinful exceedingly. The reason 
is they know not God or have not found 
Him. . 

“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). 

This passage refers to those who have 
not found Christ. It is in the past tense. 
Those who have found Him do not wil- 
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fully sin. 

“If we say that we have not sinned, 
we make him a liar, and his word is not 
in us” (1 John 1:10). 

“The whole world lieth in wickedness” 
(1 John 5:19). 

UNDER CONDEMNATION 

Because of this condition, what is his 
relation to God? 

“The soul that 
(Ezek. 18:4). 

“Wherefore, as by one man sin_ en- 
tered into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned” (Rom. 5:12). 

“For the wages of sin is death; but the 
gift of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord” (Rom. 6:23). 

“He that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only begotten Son of 
God” (John 3:18). 

A SAVIOR PROMISED 

Has any provisions been made for a 

remedy? 

In pronouncing the curse on the ser- 
pent, God said, “And I will put enmity 
between thee and the woman, and be- 
tween thy seed and her seed; it shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise 
his heel” (Gen. 3:15). 

In Jacob’s prophecy concerning Israel, 
he said, “The sceptre shall not depart 
from Judah, nor a lawgiver from between 
his feet, until Shiloh come; and unto him 
shall the gathering of the people be” 
(Gen. 49:10). 

The prophets foretold the coming of 
a Savior, ““The voice of him that crieth in 
the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make straight in the desert a 
highway for our God” (Isa. 40:3). 

“He shall feed his flock like a shep- 
herd: he shall gather the lambs with his 
arm, and carry them in his bcsom, and 
shall gently lead those that are with 
young” (Isa. 40:11). 

“In that day shall be a fountain 
opened to the house of David and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem for sin and for 
uncleanness” (Zech, 13:1). 

“Unto you that fear my name shall 
the Sun of righteousness arise with heal- 
ing in his wings” (Mal. 4:2). 

When the coming of Jesus was defin- 
itely announced, His mission was told as 
follows: 

“Thou shalt call his name Jesus; for 
he shall save his people from their sins” 
(Matt. 1:21). 

CONVICTION FOR SIN

nation, and having the promise of a 
Savior, what is the hope of our salva- 
tion? 

We must become conscious of our sin 
and of our lost condition and realize the

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Tribute Money

Text, “Is it lawful for us to give trib- 
ute unto Caesar, or no?” Luke 20:22. 


In answer to this question Jesus said, 
“Shew me a penny,” and when He had 
received the money He said, “Whose 
image and superscription hath it?” They 
answered and said, “‘Caesar’s.”” And He 
said, “Render unto Caesar the things 
which be Caesar’s, and unto God the 
things which be God’s” v. 25. 

We are not under Caesar to-day, there- 
fore, we do not have to pay tribute to 
Caesar, but we are subjects of Uncle Sam 
and he requires a tribute of us. Now trib- 
ute is a tax levied for a part always less 
than the total income and it is for the 
purpose of promoting peace, safety, and 
protection, and all. the law-abiding citi- 
zens will pay tribute. In our fair land, 
I am sorry to say, there are thieves, rob- 
bers, liars, murderers, and aliens who will 
not keep the laws of our nation, and 
there will be until the harvest when He 
shall send forth His angels and bind them 
to be burned. 

Poll tax is tribute and we are required 
to have a receipt and have our name on 
the clerk’s book, showing we have paid 
our tribute, before we can vote for any 
officer of the land. Uncle Sam requires 
tribute of us on our estate, house and 
lot, homestead, and if we do not pay he 
will take charge of it and sell it to some 
one who will bring forth fruit thereof. 
Render therefore to Uncle Sam the things 
that be Uncle Sam’s, and to God the 
things that be God’s. 

How can I render to Uncle Sam? In 
every city he has clerks or tax (tribute) 
receivers, Just go to the courthouse and 
pay; it’s simple. The clerk receives the 
tax and places it in the treasury for the 
purpose of paying Uncle Sam’s ministers. 
Some receive more than others , every 
man according to his several ability. 

“Render....unto God the things 
which be God’s,” Text. In this answer 
Jesus commanded that tribute be paid to 
God, What are the things that be God’s? 
What is His tribute? “All the tithe of 
the land,.... it is holy unto the Lord,” 
Lev. 27:30. 

“Holy” means sanctified or set apart. 
“Tithe” means one-tenth of our total in- 
come. Abraham gave tithes of all to 
Melchizedek, Gen. 14:20. Abraham gave 
the tenth of the spoils, Heb. 7:4. Put 
the two texts together—one said one- 
tenth, the other said tithes—and it sim- 
ply means that one dime out of every 
dollar belongs to God. Let us be obedi- 
ent and “render unto God the things that 
are God’s.” He set it apart for His trib- 


ute, not for Himself but for His min- 
isters. All the tithe of the land is the 
Lord’s, and in answer to the spies who 
came to Jesus He commanded that “we 
render unto God the things which be 
God’s.” 

Now we need to know how, when, and 
where to pay our tithes. First, when 
should I pay my tithes? “Now concern- 
ing the collection for the saints, as I 
have given order to the churches of Ga- 
latia, even so do ye. Upon the first day 
of the week let every one of you lay by 
him in store, as God hath prospered 
him,” 1 Cor. 16:1, 2, We all know that 
Sunday is the first day of the week. And 
he said “every one of you.” This includes 
old, young, rich, poor, bond, free, wid- 
ows, orphans, “every one of you.” Not 
a free will offering; it is a collection the 
apostle is speaking of. 

What do we owe? “All the tithe of the 
land is the Lord’s.” Some will say that 
this collection was for the poor saints at 
Jerusalem, and this is right. Whom it is 
for does not change the command for He 
said put it in the storehouse on the first 
day of the week. What and where is the 
storehouse? “Bring ye all (not part here 
and part somewhere else) the tithes into 
the storehouse, that there may be meat in 
mine house,” Mal. 3:10. What is God’s 
house? “The house of God, which is the 
church of the living God,” 1 Tim. 3:15. 
This plainly says that the house of God 
is the Church of God. “Meat in mine 
house.”” What is the meat God wants in 
His Church? “My flesh is meat indeed, 
and my blood is drink indeed,” John 6: 
55. What is the flesh? “The word was 
made flesh,” John 1:14. The sum of 
these scriptures is that the meat is the 
Word of God preached. “For it is writ- 
ten, Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God,” Matt. 4:4. 


From the above we learn that we are 
to bring our tithes, which is one-tenth of 
our income, on Sunday to the Church of 
God, Yes, dear brother, be sure that it is 
the place and the amount that God has 
required, if you want His blessings. Too 
many people are like Naaman who 
thought just any river would do, but 
when God said “Jordan” he meant Jor- 
dan and if he had dipped in any other 
river he would have remained a leper. 

“Take heed to thyself that thou offer 
not thy burnt offerings in every place 
that thou seest: but in the place which 
the Lord shall choose,” Deut. 12:13, 14. 
God wants to do our choosing, com- 
manding, leading, and us to do the fol- 
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lowing and obeying. “Thou mayest not 
eat within thy gates the tithe,” Deut. 
12:17. God has commanded that we do 
not eat the tithes at home or in our gates, 
for it is holy to the Lord and if we pol- 
lute the holy things we shall die. “Thou 
shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy 
seed, that the field bringeth forth year 
by year. And thou shalt eat before the 
Lord thy God, in the place which he 
shall choose to place his name there, the 
tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and of 
thine oil, and the firstlings of thy herds 
and of thy flocks; that thou mayest 
learn to fear the Lord thy God always. 
And if the way be too long for thee, so 
that thou art not able to carry it; or if 
the place be too far from thee, which the 
Lord thy God shall choose to set his 
name there, when the Lord thy God hath 
blessed thee: then shalt thou turn it into 
money, and bind up the money in thine 
hand, and shalt go unto the place the 
Lord thy God shall choose,” Deut. 14: 
22-25. 

First, be sure it is the place God has 
chosen to set His name. Some will move 
away from the church that is called by 
His name, and say, “I don’t have any 
place to pay my tithes.” Remember, God 
said if the place be too far to bind it up, 
yes, bind it up in a money order and send 
it to the place God has chosen. This an- 
swers the question of when and where 
we shall pay our tithes. On Sunday we 
are to bring tribute’ to the Church of 
God. 

Who shail take charge of the tithes 
when it is brought to the storehouse of 
the Lord? The tax, tribute, tithe, or tenth 
receiver, the clerk or treasurer. “And I 
made treasurers over the treasuries, Shel- 
emiah the priest, and Zadok the scribe, 
and of the Levites, Pedaiah: and next to 
them was Hanan the son of Zaccur, the 
son of Mattaniah: for they were counted 
faithful, and their office was to distrib- 
ute unto their brethren,” Deut. 13:13. 
Now those who are to handle and dis- 
tribute to the brethren the tribute mon- 
ey, must be found faithful. 

Next we want to know who _ these 
brethren are who are to receive this tithe. 
Melchizedek was the first to receive 
tithes, that we have any record of. Ab- 
raham gave the tenth to Melchizedek, 
not because he was a poor man, nor be- 
cause he was sick, or a widow, or an or- 
phan, but because he was the priest of 
the most high God. “Priest” means mes- 
senger of the most high God. Mal. 2:7. 

“And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
Thou shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither shalt thou have any part 
among them: I am thy part and thine in- 
heritance among the children of Israel. 
And, behold, I have given the children of 
Levi all the tenth in Israel for an inheri-

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The Inconsistency of Holy Ghost Baptism Fighters 


RECEIVING THE HOLY GHOST 
(A Comforter) 


“He that believeth on me, as the scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his belly shall flow 
rivers of living water. (But this spake 
he of the Spirit (capital “S”), which 
they that believe on him should receive: 
for the Holy Ghost was not yet given; 
because that Jesus was not yet _ glori- 
fied.)” St. John 7:38, 39. 


Now this was referring to the receiv- 
ing of the Holy Ghost as at Pentecost, 
and it was for those who would believe 
on Him, not just the apostles, nor a se- 
lected few, other than just those who 
would believe on Him, in harmony with 
what Peter said, ‘The promise is unto 
you, and to your children, and _ to all 
that are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call,” Acts 2:39. 

Yes, they were to receive Him (an- 
other way of expressing it). Jesus said, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost,” St. John 
20:22, and here He was referring to 
what they received on the day of Pente- 
cost. Then when Philip went down in 
Samaria and preached Christ unto them, 
the people gave heed with one accord to 
the things which Philip spake, hearing 
and seeing the miracles which he did, and 
they gave heed from the least to the 
greatest, and were baptized both men and 
women. Even Simon the sorcerer was 
baptized, and he also believed, but his be- 
lieving nor the water baptism gave him 
salvation. His heart was not yet right in 
the sight of God. “Now when the apostles 
which were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
maria had received the WORD of God, 
they sent unto them Peter and John: (So 
we see the Word of God is not the Holy 
Ghost, nor is believing, neither is water 
baptism.) Who, when they were come 
down, PRAYED for them (yes, prayed 
for them), that they might RECEIVE 
the Holy Ghost: (For as yet he was 
FALLEN upon none of them.”) Acts 8: 
14-16. 

How did the Gentiles receive the bap- 
tism? The Holy Ghost FELL upon them, 
Acts 10:44. “Then laid they their hands 
on them, and they RECEIVED THE 
HOLY GHOST,” which is equivalent to 
“baptism of the Holy Ghost.” 


“Ye stiff-necked and uncircumcised in 
heart and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do 
ye.” Acts 7:51. Yes, Paul in the 19th 
chapter of Acts met twelve brethren and 
said unto them, “Have ye received the 
Holy Ghost since ye believed?” Yes, 
SINCE you believed, and these followers 
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had been baptized into John’s baptism, 
and had not heard of the Holy Ghost 
baptism, but here Paul explained that 
John verily baptized with the baptism OF 
repentance, but goes ahead and introduces 
Christ, having in mind the Holy Ghost 
baptism, that that John referred to in 
Matt. 3:11. “And when Paul had laid 
his hands on them, the Holy Ghost came 
on them; and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied.” Acts 19:6. 


GIFT AND GIFTS 


Some would like to have it that the 
above scripture refers to gifts, as is re- 
ferred to int the 12th chapter of 1 Cor- 
inthians, but that would be rooting the 
scripture out of its proper setting, and 
would be doing violence to the Word 
because the Holy Ghost is a person and 
is referred to as HE and HIM, masculine 
gender in the singular form. But the gifts 
of the Spirit in the 12th chapter of 1 
Corinthians is in the neuter gender and 
plural form. In referring to the gift (in 
the singular) of the Holy Ghost, it is 
used in the singular, and masculine gen- 
der form. And the gift of the Holy 
Ghost fell upon them, or was fallen on 
none of them, or was poured out on them, 
but the gifts in the plural was SET in the 
Church, and is neuter gender, and never 
fell at all. For it to be as they would have 
it, they would have to change from a 
personal pronoun to a common noun, and 
from masculine gender to neuter gender, 
and from singular number to plural num- 
ber. 

It should be remembered that the gifts 
were given by the Spirit, after having 
received the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 

And it should be remembered that 
when John the baptizer uttered Matt. 3: 
11, he was preaching to them of Jerusa- 
lem, and all Judea, and all the regions 
round about Jordan, and he said, I indeed 
baptize you (yes, you) with water unto 
repentance, but he that cometh after me 
is mightier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear; he shall baptize you 
(WHO? yes, WHO? YOU) with the 
Holy Ghost (those round Jerusalem, Ju- 
dea, and the regions of Jordan). But 
these modern doctors of divinity say it 
was only for the apostles, when there is 
not a scripture in the Bible to prove it, 
and we have scripture after scripture to 
prove it is for as many as the Lord our 
God shall call. 

John, no doubt, did not have the 
apostles im his congregation when he 
said Jesus would baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, because Jesus after entering 





His ministry, called Peter and Andrew 
from their occupation as fishermen to 
follow Him. Well, we are sure John did 
not single out a few, or a certain speci- 
fied number, but says “YOU,” and this 
man was inspired of God to make this 
statement. The Holy Ghost is a com- 
forter, and is the Comforter. The word 
“THE” is a definite adjective, a definite 
article, pointing out some particular per- 
son, place, or thing. St. John 14:26 says 
the Comforter is the Holy Ghost and 
comes in the receiver to teach, bring 
things to remembrance . He comes to 
guide into ali truth, glorifies Christ, and 
when He comes He shall testify of me, 
Jesus says, and ye also shall bear witness. 
When the Holy Ghost is come: He shall 
not speak (yes, speak) of himself, but 
whatsoever He heareth that shall He 
speak (the Holy Ghost can speak), and 


ye shall bear witness also. This is the 
evidence of His coming. 
Dr. Norris can refer to the Holy- 


Ghost-baptized people as ‘“‘glass-eyed 
fanatics” if he wants to, but he, nor any 
one else, can down the experience of the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost from a Bible 
standpoint. The Bible is the source of our 
authority. We believe in the verbal in- 
spiration of the Word of God, not just 
the thought inspired, but every word in- 
spired. 

How did they know the Gentiles had 
the Holy Ghost? Let Luke come to us 
by inspiration, “FOR they HEARD 
them SPEAK with tongues.” Acts 10:46. 
(Consistency, thou art a jewel.) 

John’s baptism was a water baptism, 
but he points to a baptism that will fol- 
low (that is, one to be administered by 
Jesus), which baptism is to be the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. John never bap- 
tized any one with the Holy Ghost, but 
his was a water baptism; but he tells a 
vast congregation, consisting of those of 
Jerusalem, Judea, and from regions round 
about Jordan, that “He (Jesus) shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost.” I 
want you to notice the word he _ uses, 
which is “baptize YOU” with the Holy 
Ghost which is applicable to all who 
were present and, no doubt, there were 
thousands of men and women in his au- 
dience. 

Jesus did not baptize any one with (or 
in) water, because His was not a water 
baptism. In St. John we find these words 
(4:1) ‘Jesus made and baptized more 
disciples than John. (Though Jesus him- 
self baptized not, but his disciples.”) 
We conclude here by saying, Jesus did

FINAL REPORT ON MY 
TRIP TO INDIA 
By J. H. INGRAM 


IN OOTACAMUND 


While in Ootacamund I made daily 
missionary trips on foot visiting in the 
native homes, praying for the sick and 
ministering the Word to the people. 
Brother John Manoah usually went with 
me and acted as my guide and also inter- 
preter as he is a native Tamil man and 
understands the language spoken in this 
section of the Nilgiri Hills—Blue Moun- 
tains. I walked about 200 miles during 
the time, climbing over the mountains, 
and would always come iz tired and 
worn in body but gloriously happy in my 
soul to see how freely the people re- 
sponded to the gospel message. 

Ootacamund is a_ small town of, I 
should say, not over 10,000 people, and 
is a center of heathenism. There are said 
to be 110 heathen temples—mostly small 
—and about 310 idols. But in spite of 
all this, God is giving us favor with the 
people and the prospects are good for es- 
tablishing a Church of God work here, 
which is needed so badly. 

We were staying with a number of 
other missionaries at “Eckford” Mission- 
ary Home, and as the night would ap- 
proach they could be seen wending their 
way up the hill from different directions. 
The building was quite large and there 
was a fireplace in not only the parlor and 
dining room, but in every bed room. It 
was quite cool in the evenings, due to the 
altitude above the sea, so we would 
gather around a crackling wood fire after 
the evening meal and join in prayers and 
the singing of old-time hymns. Some of 
us were from U. S. A., others from Can- 
ada, Australia, Sweden, England, and 
Wales. 

There was a grove of very large cedars 
and eucalyptus trees around the home and 
scattered about over the towering peaks 
above us, and what a wonderful place it 
was to get away with the Lord to pray. 
For some reason I was led to the hills 
alone to see the setting of the sun most 
every day. As the sun was sinking from 
sight, it was rising again to give light to 
you people on the other side of the world. 
I could imagine thousands of you going 
to your knees in prayer and in my fancy 
I could hear a chorus of voices ringing 
out clear and strong, “Lord, bless Brother 
Ingram.” And oh, how the glory and 
power of the Lord would come down! 
One time it dawned upon me to make a 
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run for the top of “Dodabetta Peak” 
which is 8,760 feet above the main sea 
level. So I made it in record time, and 
had a wonderful feast with the Lord. It 
was getting dark on the way back and | 
came right through a dreary stretch of 
jungle country where black panthers 
abound, and where a tiger had been heard 
recently, Fortunately for me I did not 
know it at the time. I always carried a 
cane—as is the custom—which served as 
a support and also a “snake killer.” Some 
of the time I would get under a burden 
about my mission, would cry out loud, 
then the joy and blessing of the Lord 
would come down and away I would go 
shouting, dancing, and prancing among 
the trees and shrubbery, waving my cane 
and glorifying God. I was always afraid 
I would disturb the whole neighborhood 
and bring about some unfavorable reac- 
tion. When I get over in Jerusalem, if I 
want to go up ontop of the Mt. of 
Olives and pray all night, I won’t con- 
sider that it is anybody’s business, as this 
is a center of religious worship, with ab- 
solute freedom for all creeds. 

I won’t be able to tell all about my 
experiences, as time and space will not 
permit. One thing more, though, I should 
like to mention, and that is a double fun- 
eral service. One native Christian brother 
died, so some one hurriedly made a cof- 
fin. After the body was placed within 
we held a short service at the home and 
started on a long march to the burial 
ground, It was a sad scene indeed as the 
different members of the family were 
prostrating themselves on and around 
the box. I could not help crying myself 
as they were pushed away only to fall to 
the ground overwhelmed with sorrow. 
while one brother nailed the lid down 
with a big rock. The hearse was drawn 
by a lirtle grey Indian pony, while we 
walked behind saying prayers and singing 
softly. The funeral carriage was a rather 
odd affair with two wire wheels about 
five feet in height and rubber-tired. At 
the cemetery, while we were burying our 
dead, some heathen folks were burning a 
body just a few yards away. They had 
piled up about a cord of seasoned wood 
in a rick. Then the body was placed on 
top, after which other wood was added to 
the stack. The fire was started—it was 
said—with cow butter, since the cow is 
a sacred animal to many in India. The 
fire was well burned down and the head 
of the corpse was protruding from one 
end. Some little children were playing 
about as though nothing had happened 
out of the ordinary, while their elders 
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poked up the fire. 

Speaking of the cows being sacred, 
this is especially true in regard to the 
zebu, which are usually a light grey in 
color, or white. They have long pendu- 
lous ears, and a large prominent hump on 
the shoulders. Cow fertilizer is used as 
a ceremonial cleanser. For example, they 
use it to plaster up their market baskets, 
etc. The ground which forms the floor 
of native huts is also plastered in like 
manner, which is very durable when dry. 
In washing the floors the same material 
is mixed with the water. So the homes 
usually smell like, and take on the gen- 
eral appearance of cow barns. In fact, it 
is a custom in many Eastern countries for 
the cows to share rooms or stalls with 
the family, living under the same roof. 
The water buffalo cows are usually kept 
for the milk and butter which the natives 
prize highly as a food. The bullocks are 
employed as beasts of burden, Speaking 
further of the excrement from these ani- 
mals being employed in ceremonial cleans- 
ing and otherwise, this product is also 
used as a fuel in the absence of wood. All 
over India one may see the women and 
girls following the cattle through the 
pasture with their baskets on their heads 
gathering out the manure. It is made into 
balls with the hands, then patted out into 
cakes and plastered upon the walls of the 
houses to dry in the sun, after which it is 
used instead of firewood or coal to heat 
up the family oven. 


THE MYSORE TOUR 


On my trip to the Native State of My- 
sore, | went to see the colossal figure of 
Nandi, the sacred bull of Siva, which is 
carved out of solid rock and is sixteen 
feet high, although sculptured in a lying- 
down position. This is the place where 
the Maharajah-King comes to worship 
daily, and is situated on a high hill over- 
looking the city. It was a great sight 
looking down from the heights. The 
king’s palace with its gold covered dome 
was blinding to look upon in the blaz- 
ing sun. I was photographed with the 
Hindu Priest presiding over the “Bullock 
God.” He pinched off a little flower and 
offered it to me, all he had to give to 
the Christian ‘“Padri—or Priest” as they 
say. At the same time he pointed to heav- 
en and said thru my interpreter, “After 
all, this god can not save us, we look to 
the God above.” The king’s men took 
considerable interest in showing me 
around the Imperial Palace and other in- 
teresting places. We saw all his horses 
and carriages, and a fleet of modern au- 
tomobiles. The Maharajah was away at 
the time and I made a date with the ani- 
mal trainer and was scheduled for a ride 
on the huge elephant of state, but a 
crowd began to gather about when they 
unlocked the big gates to let me in, and 
he was afraid some one would tell the 
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king, so we called off the ride after be- 
ing photographed again standing nearly 
between the forelegs of the great beast, 
which seemed to take a liking to me af- 
ter giving him a stalk of cane. 


ON TO THE MALABAR COAST 


Now for the best part of my report. 
Let us get ready and praise the Lord, and 
let us say, “Behold what the Lord hath 
wrought.” The reason is this. we actually 
have sixty new churches and missions or- 
ganized in India, with an approximate 
membership of three thousand. While in 
Ootacamund I got in touch with Rev. 
Arthur H. Conney who has a group of 
missions, five in number located in Hy- 
derabad Deccan. This work was known 
as the “Free Assemblies of God.” They 
have lined up with us. Then along comes 
Pastor Robert F. Cook from the Malabar 
Coast. He had been wanting to see Mr. 
Conney and get him to come over and 
help him in the work. So the three of us 
were led together in a miraculous sort of 
way by the Lord, and I told them my 
business offhand and felt free to ask 
them to come into the Church of God, 
since they were not with any organized 
body. The Holy Ghost fell and witnessed 
from the very start, but I gave them a 
few days to think it over. In the mean- 
time they prayed and the Lord made it 
plain to all that they should come into 
the fellowship of the Church of God. But 
there was the question of the pastors and 
deacons standing with us. So we sent let- 
ters to the field secretary and _ others, 
calling for a general representative meet- 
ing at headquarters in Chengannur, Tra- 
vancore State. People came and tried to 
discourage me, saying hundreds were dy- 
ing with the cholera and if I did not take 
it, I would be overcome with the terrible 
heat and the otherwise deadly climate. 
But our party got together and we were 
off on the 240 mile bus and train trip to 
the general conference, trusting alone in 
God to take us through. 

Arriving in North Travancore we were 
met by the field secretary, Brother T. M. 
Verughese, who had arranged for a rep- 
resentative meeting at one of the princi- 
pal stations. As we alighted from the bus 
and started through the bushes to the 
chapel a few hundred yards from the 
road, some one began beating upon a 
large gong. This was a signal to assemble, 
whereupon the people began to gather 
in and the place was packed out straight- 
way. It was a pretty sight to see the peo- 
ple filing about in their white robes, a 
contrast to their dark skins, almost 
burned black by the sun. Oh, how their 
faces did shine with the glory and bless- 
ing of God radiating from within! The 
Lord met with us and set His approval 
upon the services, and it was unanimous- 
ly agreed to come into the Church of 
God. I cried awhile, then I shouted some, 
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and I was not alone, I could not under- 
stand their Malayalam vernacular, and of 
course did not know what they were 
singing about, but heaven seemed to 
come down to us and God’s presence was 
made so real, 


Arriving at Mt. Zion Bible Institute 
—general headquarters—another crowd 
of about 400 came together, mostly dele- 
gates to the convention—men folks. A 
series of meetings followed in which God 
blessed mightily. The general theme 
seemed to be “Unity” and the Lord sure- 
ly did give us unity, not only of the 
Spirit but of the faith. First thing on pro- 
gram was my talk, in which I outlined the 
teachings of the Church of God, and the 
government. Then Brother Cook resigned 
the chair to me, after which he moved 
that they, as a body, unite with the 
Church of God. There was one or two 
short speeches in favor of the move, then 
everybody seemed to be just lifted to 
their feet—they were all sitting flat on 
the floor after their custom—and a 
mighty chorus of Amens arose, as all 
lifted their hands to God in praises and 
thanksgiving. Several messages in other 
tongues with interpretations followed 
which confirmed the stand taken. These 
people said they had been praying for 


something like this for some time and. 


were sure that God had sent me to them. 
It must be remembered that I knew 
nothing whatever of this work when | 
left America. God helped me by giving 
me extra strength for the occasion. I 
got down with them and beat one of 
their little drums until I blistered my 
fingers. It was like heaven to me. As 
night drew on and the lights were lit up, 
we could sec the old pilgrims coming 
from every direction leaning upon their 
staffs with their white robes flowing in 
the breeze, and with the children run- 
ning on before with lighted torches. Oh! 
I just wish space would permit telling 
you all about the services that followed. 
Our people here are Syrian Christians 
mostly, and settled on these coasts soon 
after Christ ascended. 


On Sunday, which was my last day 
I spoke at five different places. Our main 
service was at the state camp ground 
where we have a building, and about two 
acres of land in a beautiful cocoanut 
grove along the main highway. There 
were only about a thousand present this 
day on account of such short notice. In 
our big meetings there are usually from 
six to seven thousand in attendance. We 
have a modern, portable, electric light 
plant at headquarters, which we trans- 
port to these meetings for lighting dur- 
ing our annual conventions. These peo- 
ple have about twenty permanent church 
buildings, including the Bible School, and 
they voted to put it conditionally into 
the Church of God, so we will have free 
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and uninterrupted use of same, and can 
carry on the work as usual should Brother 
Cook be called home by the Lord. This 
precious man of God has been laboring 
here in this work as overseer, with his 
family, for twenty-three years. They 
have not had a furlough in ten years. 

Speaking of the buildings here, the 
main headquarters is built of a sort of 
native stone called “‘latterite.” It  re- 
sembles red clay mixed with iron. It is 
porus—looks like it might have been 
eaten by the worms and the pores are 
filled with a chalklike stone which is 
literally grown into it. We have had as 
high as eighty in Bible School and could 
accommodate one hundred in a_ pinch. 
To give you some idea of the size of our 
main Administration Building, it has 
eleven rooms, the two largest in the cen- 
ter being about 20x25 and nearly 30 feet 
high. The floors are of concrete to keep 
out snakes and insects, and the roof and 
ceilings are of interlocking, red Spanish 
tile. We have about two acres of land on 
a hill which we call “Mt. Zion,” where 
our buildings are located on our own 
private road in the midst of a fruit and 
flower garden. 

Most all the local churches are built 
of latterite stone and are free from in- 
debtedness, but we need other buildings. 
Pray that God will provide about $50.00 
to finish our North Travancore head- 
quarters. Also we need about $200.00 to 
finish paying for our annual camp meet- 
ing grounds, then we want to put up an- 
other building there, which is needed for 
these meetings, and can be used by the 
local church between times. This will 
cost another $300.00. This group of 
churches alone numbers fifty-three and 
up to 1934 there had been 3,610 bap- 
tized in water and a large percentage of 
them baptized with the Holy Ghost. We 
are revising the membership list to date, 
and think it may run as high as four 
thousand. (The sixty churches or mis- 
sions include Ootacamund and the new 
station we are opening up at Bangalore, 
when I come to think, and the two lat- 
ter places are not organized as yet.) You 
good folks have been instrumental in 
praying these churches in, so you will 
have to help us pray in some extra money 
to support it. These people came with us 
because God was so unmistakably lead- 
ing. So they were not offered salaries or 
financial help otherwise, only as the Lord 
would supply. I did, however, tell them I 
would take the matter up with the Mis- 
sion Board and with the people on the 
field, and do all I could to get help for 
India especially, as this seems to be only 
the beginning of our opportunity, and of 
course our responsibility. 

Other prospects are opening up. There 
is one heathen group of nearly a million 
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Please pray for me and my children 


and my son’s children. We are sick.—

need of a Savior. 
When David realized his condition, he 
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said: 

“My life is spent with grief, and my 
years with sighing; my strength faileth 
because of mine iniquity, and my bones 
are consumed” (Psa. 31:10). 

When Simon Peter saw it, he fell down 
at Jesus’ knees, saying, “Depart from me; 
for I am a sinful man, O Lord” (Luke 
5:8). 

When the Philippian jailer realized his 
condition he “‘came trembling, and fell 
down before Paul and Silas, and brought 
them out, and said, Sirs, what must I do 
to be saved?” (Acts 16:29, 30). 

When the Lord spoke to Israel about 
wandering away from Him and into sin 
He described their condition thus: 
“Among these nations shalt thou find no 
ease, neither shall the sole of thy foot 
have rest; but the Lord shall give thee 
there a trembling heart, and failing of 
eyes, and sorrow of mind; And thy life 
shall hang in doubt before thee; and 
thou shalt fear day and night, and shalt 
have none assurance of thy life; In the 
morning thou shalt say, Would God it 
were even; and at even thou shalt say, 
Would God it were morning! for the fear 
of thine heart wherewith thou shalt fear, 
and for the sight of thine eyes which 
thou shalt see” (Deut. 28:65-67). 

When we get into such a state as this 
we begin to despair of either life or sal- 
vation, but it is then that our salvation 
is nigh if we will only look up. Jesus said, 


- “No man can come to me, except the 


Father which hath sent me draw him” 
(John 6:44). 

So in the process of drawing the first 
step is for Jesus to send the Holy Spirit 
of whom He said: “When he is come, he 
will reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment.”

considering a mass movement to the 
Christian Church. We hope to corral a 
few thousand of them at least. Then re- 
ports come of a great outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost in the interior of Africa, 
about 10,000 swept into the kingdom, 
ripe material for the Church of God, 
which may be won over if rightly ap- 
proached. And too, we have calls coming 
in far ahead, other openings in Egypt, 
Palestine, Spain, and some of the islands 
off South America, , to say nothing of 
this great continent itself. So please pray 
and check up on your mission reports, all 
you overseers and pastors, and see if you 
have raised your quota. Remember this 
five per cent is just a minimum sugges- 
ted. Let us see if we can not make a 
special effort to raise some extra mission 
money between this and the Assembly, 
so the Mission Board will be able to 
broaden out still more in their world- 
wide program of expansion in the for- 
eign fields, And in thinking of missions 
or giving for this cause, please leave 
Brother Ingram out of the picture alto- 
gether. I can get a job pastoring a church 
and leave my work to some one else if 
God so wills, and that would be a whole 
lot easier than what I am doing. But re- 
member I am_ with you wherever I 
serve and I believe I can depend on you 
good brethren, Speaking of India further, 
the Lord has given us a wonderful man in 
the person of Brother A. H. Conney 
who will be a great help to Overseer 
Cook who has been so overworked of 
late. Mr. Conney and his wife are both 
Swedish and have been on this field 
about thirteen years. He speaks five lan- 
guages including English and Greek. He 
was formerly an ordained minister in the 
Baptist church and is an advanced Greek 
scholar, in fact, he teaches Greek. I need 
make no further reference to Pastor 
Cook’s ability, as this great work stands 
as a monument to his labors. 


CONCLUSION 


At this writing I am an my way to 
Egypt and the Holy Land. We have 
crossed the Arabian Sea and cleared the 
coasts of the Aden Protectorate in Ara- 
bia. I did not stop in Ethiopia owing to 
the conditions existing there on account 
of the war. The great bare mountain 
ranges rising up all along the coast of 
Northeast Africa presented a dreary pic- 
ture from the deck of our ship. We are 
now being tossed by the waves of the Red 
Sea, nearing the land of our Savior’s 
birth. I am filled with all the joy and 
anticipation of a child on a week-end 
trip to grandmother’s house. I will write 
again soon and tell you something of the 
trip across if I am able to run the gaunt- 
let of the Arab rebellion in Palestine. 
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Radio reports to our ship state that the 
railway to Jerusalem has been torn up by 
the rebels, with fighting almost every- 
where. England is pouring in troops by 
the shiploads, and the Holy Cacy itself 
may be in for a long siege.

tance, for their service which they serve, 
even the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. Neither must the children 
of Israel henceforth come nigh the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation, lest they 
bear sin, and die. But the Levites shall 
do the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and they shall bear their 
iniquity: it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations, that among 
the children of Israel they have no in- 
heritance. But the tithes of the children 
of Israel, which they offer as an heave 
offering unto the Lord, I have given to 
the Levites to inherit: therefore I have 
said unto them, Among the children 0. 
Israel they shall have no inheritance. And 
the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Thus 
speak unto the Levites, and say unto 
them, When ye take of the children of 
Israel the tithes which I have given you 
from them for your inheritance, then ye 
shall offer up an heave offering of it for 
the Lord, even a tenth part of the tithe,” 
Num. 18:20-26. 


In reviewing this scripture we find 
that God says He has given the tithes 
to the minister for his service in the tab- 
ernacle of God. The children are to have 
barns, factories, dairies, stores, etc., for 
an inheritance, and the minister that 
serves in the tabernacle is to have the 
tenth for his service. The tithes belong to 
God and He gave it to the minister, and 
His Son and our Savior commanded us 
to render it to God. From all the above 
scriptures we can plainly see that God 
wants you and me and all the rest to 
bring the tithes to the Church of God 
every Sunday for the pastor for his serv- 
ice at the altar. 

What if we do not pay our tithes? 
“Ye are cursed with a curse,” Mal. 3:9. 
To curse means to bring great evil upon 
—sickness, death, poverty, drouth, storm, 
floods, great heat, freezes, wars, famines, 
pestilence, and trouble of all kinds. Let 
us pay our tithes and have God’s love 
instead of His frowns. Neh. 13:10-12, 
“And I perceived that the portions of the 
Levites had not been given them: for the 
Levites and the singers, that did the 
work, were fled every one to his field.

First, there will be 
meat in the house of the Lord, yes, meat 
for the hungry soul. Mal. 3:10. Second, 
He will open the windows of heaven and 
pour out a blessing that we will not be 
able to receive. Mal. 3:10. Third, “All 
nations shall call ye blessed: for ye shall be 
a delightsome land,” Mal. 3:12. Fourth, 
when the people brought in their tithes 
the minister had plenty to eat. 2 Chr. 
31:4-12. Fifth, we see from Mal. 3:16 
that a book of remembrance is written 
before Him of them that fear the Lord, 
and He further says, v. 17, “And they 
shall be mine, saith the Lord of 
hosts, in the day when I make 
up mv jewels.” Do you want 
to be in that number?

not baptize in water because that was not 
the baptism that was assigned to Him in 
person, but there was a baptism assigned 
to Him which came, and when it came 
on the day of Pentecost, Peter says by 
inspiration that it came fulfilling prophe- 
cy, and the wording of the prophecy is 
like this: Peter says, ‘These are not 
drunken as ye have supposed... . But 
this is that which was spoken by the 
prophet Joel; and it shall come to pass 
in the last days, saith God, I will pour 
out of my spirit upon ALL flesh: and 
your sons and your daughters shall 
prophecy, and your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream 
dreams: And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall prophe- 
sy. 

I wish to call your attention to the fact 
that one hundred and twenty had just 
received the baptism that Jesus was to 
give, and Peter says, ““This is that.” What 
is this just received? Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is the answer. And while I am on 
the expression, ““OF the Holy Ghost,” we 
have in Acts 1:22 the expression “bap- 
tism OF John.” The word “John” fol- 
lows the word “of” and the word “of” 
follows the word “baptism,” the word 
John is a noun, and a noun is the name 
of a person, place, or thing. Now “bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost” is just as 
proper as “baptism of John,” because the 
“Holy Ghost” is a noun just as much so 
as the word “John.” 

Peters says that this received (Holy 
Ghost baptism) is in fulfillment of 
prophecy, and that prophecy says the 
baptism of the Spirit is to be in the last 
days, and it (or He) is to be poured out 
on all flesh, not just the apostles, but 
upon all flesh. This will include old men, 
young men, maidens, servants, sons, 
daughters, well, in fact, every one who 
will obey. He gives the Holy Ghost to 
them that obey Him, Acts 5:32, not just 
the apostles, not a specified few, but 
them that obey Him. 

Now why make such a to-do about us 
contending for the receiving of such a 
wonderful experience when it is so 
clearly taught in the Bible.Why refer to 
anyone as a fanatic when he says he can 
have what the Bible says we can have. 

If we believe in the verbal inspiration 
of the Bible, just take it for what it says 
and quit doubting God, quit switching, 
quit dodging, come across, shell down the 
corn, have a backbone, be fair with your- 
self and God. 

We have just as much said about the 
Holy Ghost baptism as we do about wa- 
ter baptism, and if we can not have the 
Holy Ghost baptism, why preach water 
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baptism? Where do you get your au- 
thority for water baptism? If one is done 
away with, so is the other. It is inconsis- 
tent to say one is for us and the other is 
not. 

“Ask and ye shall receive, seek and ye 
shall find, knock and it shall be opened 
unto you.” Peter and John came down to 
pray for folks to receive the Holy Ghost. 
Acts 8:15. ““He (God) is a rewarder of 
them that diligently SEEK him,” Heb. 
11:6. And He gives His Spirit to them 
that ask him. Luke 11:13. God must be 
sought if He is found. (Let us be con- 
sistent. )
